Cuddle Care, a day care center on 
South Main Street, just opened its 
doors this summer. Already, says 
co-owner Gwen Hedrick, 80 of the 
101 available spaces are filled. 

Hedrick isn’t worried about filling 
the other 21. ‘“‘There’s such a high 
demand for day care,” she said. “It 
was really scary that people (about 
40) were so desperate they signed up 
before Cuddle Care opened—sight 
unseen.” 

The day care dilemma—finding 
available space at an affordable 
cost—is a national concern that af- 
fects the Andover community. 

In today’s economic situation, 
many families find they need a dou- 
ble income. Yet, according to 
Georgia Grey, a family day care 
center supervisor at the state Office 
for Children, “day care is hard to 
come by.” 

There is clearly a need for local 
day care programs. According to the 
1980 census, 52.9 percent of mothers 
in Andover work. More specifically, 
12.2 percent of the total number of 
mothers are working mothers with 
children under 6, and 40.7 percent 
are working mothers with children 
between the ages of 6 and 17. 

The majority of daycare services 
in Andover are full or have very lim- 
= ioe ited openings and after-school pro- 
grams for elementary-aged children 
are hard to come by.

Unemployment Rate Down 


Massachusetts posted a 3.3 per- 
cent unemployment rate in August, 
down from 3.7 percent the previous 
month, Marlene B. Seltzer, commis- 
sioner of the Department of Employ- 
ment and Training, announced. 


Preliminary estimates show that 
Massachusetts’ job growth remains 
healthy at slightly more than 2 per- 
cent over the same period last year, 
adding between 65,000 and 70,000 
new jobs. Between July and August, 
the construction and manufacturing 
sectors showed the largest growth, 
with expected seasonal increases. 
All other sectors remained stable. 


The eight-month average unem- 
ployment rate in Massachusetts was 
3.2percent,compared 
to 3.4 percent for the 
same period in 1987. 
According to Selt- 
zer, ‘People are 
back to work follow- 
ing a typically slow 
business period in 
mid-summer. The 
August decline in 
unemployment is, in 
part, a reflection of 
seasonal pick-up as 
workers return to 
their jobs.” 

The nation’s Au- 
gust unemployment 
rate was 95.6 per- 
cent, up slightly 
from July’s 5.4 per- 
cent rate.

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Cataract Surgical Technique 
Performed At Hospital 


A state-of-the-art cataract surgical pro- 
cedure is available at Bon Secours Hospi- 
tal, 70 East St., Methuen. 

Phaco-emulsification is a small incision 
cataract surgical procedure that requires 
the use of an ultrasound. The ultrasound 
emulsifies the cataract allowing it to be 
removed through a tiny (2 millimeter) in- 
cision. The procedure is performed in the 
Day Surgery Center and conducted under 
a local anesthesia. 

“The procedure benefits both the pa- 
tient as well as the surgeon. The most sig- 
nificant advantage to the procedure is 
that it allows the surgeon better control of 


the operation than previous procedures. 
The patient also benefits because the sur- 
gery is performed through a much small- 
er incision than in other cataract 
operations, for example, the incision is 2 
millimeters rather than 11, resulting in 
less surgical insult to the eye,” explains 
Robert E.. Kellan, M.D., Bon Secours Hos- 
pital senior staff opthamologist. 

The hospital is the first to offer the pha- 
co-emulsificiation technique in the Merri- 
mack Valley.

The Andover Historical Society’s exhi- 
bition on farming continues through Oct. 
6. Of particular interest is the ‘Map of 
West Parish Farms in 1931,’’ recently re- 
searched and drawn by local artist, 
James S. Batchelder. Stone walls, many 
of which are still visible, delineate farm 
boundaries. Apples, lettuce heads, cows, 
chickens, a turkey and strawberries sym- 
bolize the products of the area. The larg- 
est landowner was the American Woolen 
Company who operated the Shawsheen 
Stock, Wild Rose and Clover Farms. 

Many Andoverites associate the Ameri- 
can Woolen Company formerly in 
Shawsheen Village only with the textile 
industry. In 1919 William Wood, company 
owner, used the Arden Trust to purchase 
agricultural land in West Andover with 
intent of developing model farms which 
would supply the Village with meat, pro- 
duce, poultry and dairy products. By cre- 
ating a direct line between producer and 
consumer, outside middle men would be 
eliminated and the community would be- 
come self sufficient. Such an arrange- 
ment would be financially profitable for 
the company also. 

The Andover Townsman published an 
article on August 29, 1919, which philo- 
sophically set the tone for Wood’s agricul- 
tural venture. A number of men, “‘the 
Blue Book of Northeast business lead- 
ers,’’ including Wood, founded the “Farm 
and Food Foundation.” Its purpose was to 
introduce and sustain cooperative buying 
in the northeastern United States. The 
foundation would encourage young men 
to consider farming, assist them in obtai- 
nin an agricultural education, and pro- 
vide, if necessary, the financial backing 
to get them started, thereby reestablish- 
ing the livestock industry in New En- 
gland. All assistance would be funneled 
through state and local farm organiza- 
tions like the Farm Exchange.

Other minor 
farms also produced for the Shawsheen 
market. 

An Andover Grange Field and Fair Day 
was held when the American Woolen 
Company Farms opened October 5, 1921. 
“Cattle, poultry, swine and livestock 
competed for blue ribbons,” as did exhib-

Arden Farm’s “big barn,’’ one of the 
state’s finest, maintained perfect sanita- 
tion for its modern milk handling and pro- 
vided fresh milk twice daily to the 
American Woolen Company. Public visit- 
ing hours demonstrated the model farm. 


The successes of this agricultural en- 
terprise during the 1920s was widely re- 
corded in the local news, but the waning 
fortunes of the northeast textile industry 
and the American Woolen Company led to 
their eventual demise. By 1930 the Arden 
Trust had sold or auctioned its farms and 
Wood’s dream of a self sufficient mill 
community became a memory.

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$154,000 Median Price Of Mass. House Realtors Say 


The median sales price of an existing single-family 
home in Massachusetts was $154,000 for the second 
quarter of 1988, according to data compiled by the 
Massachusetts Association of Realtors. 

The price, based on sales reported by association- 
affiliated multiple listing services, was up 6.2 percent 
from the median a year ago, $145,000. 

On a region-by-region basis, prices ranged from a 
high of $190,000 in the 51 communities in and around 
Boston to a low of $120,000 in the western part of the 
state, including Springfield. 

On a percentage basis, prices rose most in the west 
climbing 20 percent above last year’s median of 
$100,000. 

In the central region, encompassing Worcester 
County, prices climbed 10.2 percent from $128,900 to 
$142,000 for the quarter.

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cluding the Tokyo Tower, Meiji Shrine, 
Asakusa Kannon Temple and the Imperi- 
al Palace. 


I then took the Shinkansen, or “‘bullet 
train,” to Kyoto. This is the fastest train 
in Japan. Kyoto is a very beautiful and 
old city. 

There were many places to visit. I 
went to the Nijo Castle, former home of 
the Shogun. The floors in the Nijo Castle 
are really unique. They are called “night- 
inggale floors’ because back in the days 
of the Shogun, he didn’t want people to be 
able to sneak up on him or to e«vesdrop 
on him, so when you walk on the wooden 
floors, they make a squeaking sound like 
nightingales as an alarm system 

I also visited the Golden Pavilion (very 
beautiful) and I went to Sanjusangendo. 
Sanjusangendo is a national treasure that 
was founded in 1164 A.D. It is a very holy 
building and has 1,000 images of Kannon, 
a Buddhist god, as well as the chief image 
of Kannon. I thought that Kiyomizu 
Temple was also very interesting. 

Kyoto was celebrating the Gion festival 
and I got to enjoy the floats at night and 
the parade of the floats the next day. The 
parade keeps all the old traditions of 1,000 
years ago: many groups of men in tradi- 
tional costume pull huge wooden-wheeled 
floats carrying men playing various mu- 
sical instruments. In order to turn the 
street corners, other men must lay bam- 
boo out in the roads and wet the bamboo 
so that the wooden wheels can slide over 
them. 

From Kyoto I took another train to 
Osaka. Osaka had many, many large of- 
fice buildings and reminded me of New 
York City. In Osaka I visited the Osaka 
Castle. This castle was built in 1584. It 
was very interesting to see double moats 
around the castle. I also went to the Twin 
Towers, These are two large buildings 
with stores, offices and restaurants, simi- 
lar in appearance to the Prudential Cen- 
ter. 

From Osaka we got back on the Shin- 
kansen and went to Beppu. We stayed at a 
ryokan, traditional Japanese inn. It was a 
very different experience. The floors 
were tatami mats and we slept on futons. 
We were served a very traditional Japa- 
nese dinner in our room. 


Beppu is a very interesting place to 
visit. It has many hot springs, or jigoku 
(“hell-bubbling hotspring”). We visited 
eight of these. They are all very beautiful. 
At one spring, Umi-Jigoku, ‘‘Sea Hell,” 
they lowered baskets of eggs and, after 
they were hardboiled, I got to eat them.

you will be cooked!’’ 


At some of the springs people believe 
breathing in the steam or sipping the wa- 
ter will help with various health prob- 
lems. 

From Beppu we took a different train 
down to Nichinan to visit our former ex- 
change student. The further south we 
went, the more beautiful the countryside 
became. We were surrounded by both wa- 
ter and huge mountains, rows of pine 
trees and acres of rice fields. 

As there weren’t many foreign people 
around, we found we were stared at often 
and many people would smile, wave, give 
us the peace sign or yell, ‘Hello, Ameri- 
cans!” At one train stop, a group of Japa- 
nese high school students took our 
picture. 

Our stay in Nicinan was fantastic. We 
were met at the train station by Masaki 
and his mother. We spent nine days at 
their apartment. Masaki was still in 
school, so each morning, including Satur- 
day, he would put on his junior high 
school uniform and go off to school. He 
was given large amounts of homework 
each night. I had a chance to visit his 
school. I had to take my shoes off before 
entering the school. It was an old build- 
ing, but very clean—and very quiet. 

Lifestyles are very different in Nichi- 
nan. The entire family (and us) slept on 
futons on tatami mats in one room. 

Meals were also interesting. Breakfast 
usually consisted of either sandwiches or 
hot dogs and hamburgers. Lunch was 
usually either a tempura dish—deep-fried 
vegetables or shrimp—or a bowl of rice 
with egg, fish or shrimp. Once we went to 
a traditional Japanese restaurant and 
had noodle soup with tempura. I was hap- 
py that I was able to eat this with my 
chopsticks. At dinner there were usually 
many different dishes prepared. I tried

lots of sushi. I ate everything from raw 
swordfish to octopus. Coke is a big seller 
in Japan: the slogan everywhere is “I 
Feel Coke.” 

The beaches in Nichinan were beauti- 
ful. I found it interesting to collect the 
different seashells. The sea urchins had 
very hard, long spines and blowfish (por- 
cupine fish) were in the water. The ocean 
water was very warm. 

Kendo is a very popular sport in Japan. 
While in Nichinan I got to watch the 
championship kendo matches—a sort of 
fencing with wooden swords. After the 
match I dressed in the kendo uniform. 
Masaki’s sister, Souko, is the champion in 
her junior high school and she gave me 
her kendo sword to take home. Baseball 
is also very popular. I had the chance to 
play on the Little League team in Nichi- 
nan. The baseballs are made of a hard 
rubber material. I also found the pitchers 
in Japan pitch very fast and the strike 
zone is a lot wider. 

We left Nichinan and took an overnight 
sleeping train to Tokyo. I met a Japanese 
boy on the train who spoke very little En- 
glish. We stayed up most of the night lis- 
tening to rap music on my Walkman. He 
was really amazed by the sound.

My last full day in Tokyo was spent 
visiting Tokyo Disneyland. I was sur- 
prised to see that there was no monorail 
or boat to take you to the main entrance. 
Main Street was also enclosed like a shop- 
ping mall. It was neat to ride on the Jun- 
gle Cruise and hear the trip described in 
Japanes. 

Our departure from Japan was just as 
interesting as our arrival. The security is 
very good at the airport. We had to stop 
before entering the airport at a check- 
point. Our passports and carry-on lug- 
gage were looked at and then we were 
allowed to enter the airport grounds. All 
our luggage was again looked over before 
we were allowed to check in at our car- 
rier. We then had to go through another 
area where our passports were checked 
and then, finally, one long, last line for 
the final security check.

School involvement in such programs 
varies from town to town, she said. But 
an after-school program should be ‘‘a 
partnership between the community, par- 
ents and the schools,’’ Sperandio said. 

A townwide task force, Andover School 
Age Child Care, was established in June 
of this year. It’s working on a proposal for 
an after-school day care program for 
grades one to five, said co-chairman Sha- 
ron Checrallah. 

ASACC was generated by a child care 
seminar sponsored by the League Of 
Women Voters in May. The league is act- 
ing as a “facilitator”? to ASACC, said 
league member Susan Broude. They’re 
suppling resources and giving procedural 
advice to the task force. 

Not only does the group consist of work- 
ing mothers with a vested interest in such 
@ program, but also of business people 
who realize child care is crucial to run- 
ning businesses, Broude said. 

The primary goal of the group is to 
have an action plan by the spring of ’89 so 
that a program may be implemented on a 
small scale the following September, Che- 
crallah said. 

This is not the first time day care has 
been an issue in Andover. 

Studies have been conducted to deter- 
mine the need for day care. The most re- 
cent one was mandated by the Board of 
Selectmen in March 1986. The 15-member 
committee submitted a report in Jan- 
uary, 1987. That committee concluded 
that the initial focus of Andover’s effort 
should be on an after-school, elementary 
child care program.

representatives supported an extended 
day program, the report stated that those 
representatives were concerned with 
available space at the schools. 

The committee’s recommendations 
were based on the results of a child care 
need questionnaire, which was used to de- 
termine perceptions of the community. 
The report stated that ‘the committee 
supports the creation of a school age, 
child care program...an immediate rec- 
ommendation is to pilot a self-supporting 
school age child care program utilizing 
shared space in an existing school.” 

To date, nothing has transpired from 
that committee’s study. According to the 
committee chairman, Kenneth DeBene- 
dictis, the School Committee said there 
was no available space in the Andover 
schools. But, he said, ‘I don’t believe 
there’s anyone in town who doesn’t be- 
lieve there’s a need (for a day care pro- 
gram).” 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. Kenneth 
Seifert agrees that there is a need. But he 
says the prospect of day care is a long 
way off. It could, however, be considered 
this year when the School Committee 
studies the existing school buildings and 
plans for future needs, he said. 

School-age children are not the only 
ones in need of day care programs. 
There’s also a need for programs geared 
toward younger children.

Celebrating Rosh Hashana 


Rosh Hashana, the beginning of the Jewish year, 
will be ushered in with services Sunday at 8:15 p.m. 
at Temple Emanuel, Haggetts Pond Road. The new 
year on the religious calendar is different from other 
Jewish festivals as it does not commemorate historic 
events in the life of the Jewish people. 

Rosh Hashana ushers in a 10-day period of pen- 
itence that culminates with the fast on Yom Kippur. 
Thus, unlike the revelry and merrymaking which 
surrounds the approach of Jan. 1, it is greeted in a 
spirit of solemnity. 

“Rosh Hashana is devoted to retrospection and spi- 
ritual inventory,’”’ according to temple staff. “‘It is a 
day of serious contemplation of the basic questions 
involved in man’s existence, a time for self judgment 


and self-appraisal in determining where we have 
failed to live up to our obligations to God and our 
duties to fellow human beings.” 

Rosh Hashana is also called Yom Hazikkoron, 
“‘day of remembrance,’’ because, according to tradi- 
tion, God remembers all his creatures and carefully 
weighs the merits and shortcoming of each individu- 
al. He judges them accordingly and determines the 
fate for each for the coming year. Rosh Hashana is 
also known as Yom Hadin, “‘day of judgment.”’ 

The continued growth of membership in Temple 
Emanuel requires double services. The services are 
conducted by Rabbi Harry A. Roth and the liturgy 
chanted by Cantor Donn Rosensweig, accompanied

another several million, added Mahony. 

Financially, Andover will be able to 
best afford another major capitol project 
by the 1990 town budget, speculated the 
town manager. The past six years have 
seen several massive projects, such as 
$18 million in school improvements, plus 
a new water treatment plant, pumping 
pea library and old Town Hall renova- 
ions. 

But, by 1992, Andover bond debt pay- 
ments will drop from $4.28 to $2.73 mil- 
lion. Through interim financing, the town 
could start work two years before floating 


a bond issue . 

Not soon enough, says Miller. ‘‘I admit 
(the project) does cost money and thank 
God I can afford (to install home water 
filters). But my concern is over what is 
happening to those not aware of what’s in 
the water. 

“If you’re getting something like this,” 
he said, pointing to the sludge-caked filter 
on his desk, “‘it has to be more than cos- 
metic.” 

Mahony adamantly maintains there are 
no health problems. “If there are any 
contaminates, we will be the first to do 
something.” 

Dr. Miller is not the only person com- 
plaining about water quality. Other citi- 
zens have spoken at Board of Selectmen 
meetings where Mahony has candidly ad- 
mitted there is turbidity (cloudiness) in 
the water. But bacteria counts are safe, 
below state requirements, Mahony said. 

The Board of Selectmen are ultimately 
responsible for initiating the project. Sev- 
eral studies, including scrutiny of water 
and sewer works, are underway that will 
help selectmen decide what priority to 
give water pipe replacement, said Maho-

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Pipes Turn Filter 
Into ‘Tootsie Rolls’ 


By Frank Messina 


Pop quiz. What’s long, 
rusty, makes Tootsie Rolls 
and is almost 100 years old? 

Answer: many sections 
of Andover’s antiquated wa- 
ter pipe system. 

One man who knows all 
about Tootsie Rolls is local 
orthodontist, Dr. Edward 
Miller, who says he grows 
about four per week at 
home with the help of dirt 
and sediment flowing 
through Andover’s water 
supply. About 15 years ago, 
Miller, who lives on Sunset 
Rock Road, noticed his 
swimming pool water grow- 
ing darker and installed a 
filter system to trap impuri- 


ties. 

What he wound up with 
was a Tootsie Roll maker. 
But, “I don’t think you’d 
want to eat this,” said Mill- 
er, holding up a plastic bag 
containing a soggy filter 
more the color of black lico- 
rice than chocolate candy. 

Nobody disputes that 


Andover needs a new water 


system in several sections 
of town. The century-old 
pipes are encrusted inside 
with built-up rust and sedi- 
ment. During summer, 
when water use peaks, the

increased flow of water 
breaks off the debris in 
small particles and clouds 
Andover’s drinking water. 

Town officials say the 
water is tested constantly 
and no health danger exists, 
but admit the system badly 
needs replacing. The ques- 
tion many townspeople 
have been raising in recent 
years is, when? 

The delay has been over 
money. Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony estimates 
installation would cost 
about $17.8 million. 

And the work wouldn’t be 
as simple as replacing wa- 
ter lines, said Mahony, be- 
cause much of the town 
sewer system also needs 
work. 

“Tt doesn’t make sense to 
tear out the ground, pave it 
over, then go back later and 
do the same thing to re- 
place sewer lines,’’ Mahony 
said. 

New sewer lines would 
run approximately $9 mil- 
lion and roadwork another 
$4 million, he said. If the 
town installed storm drains 
as well, the job would cost

A schedule of alternative rail times for bus riders whose 
midday Andover/Boston service was eliminated last week, 
has been found to be in error. 

A flyer distributed last week to Merrimac Transportation 
Co. commuters listed several Boston-to-Lawrence routes 
that actually travel no closer than Reading, 10 miles south 
of Andover. 

Also, the Merrimac Co. brochure fails to specify that the 
last two afternoon trains into Boston are ‘‘flag-down’’ runs, 
which require people waiting at the Andover station to sig- 
nal train engineers to make a stop. 

The erroneous information was included in a pamphlet 
handed out on buses last week to notify passengers that 
Merrimack intended to cut out midday service during the 
week and all Sunday lines. 

The misleading Reading times are printed as 11:20 a.m.; 
2:20, 6:45, 7:15 and 10:35 p.m. The correct times for Bosto- 
n/Andover trains are 6:50, 8:50 and 10:35 a.m.; 1:20, 4:30, 
5:15, 6:05, 8:15 and 11:59 p.m. 

The two Andover-to-Boston “‘flag-down’’ runs are at 3:04 
and 6:14 p.m.

Yet, hundreds upon hundreds of people from 
Andover and this general vicinity rely on some 
sort of public transit to get them to and from 
Boston fer their livelihood. Forget the days when 
residents from this area could depend on some 
sort of mass transit facility, whether it was bus 
or train, to get them to Boston for social or 
entertainment possibilities. 

As of Monday, some buses will continue to run 
through the peak ‘rush hours’ in the morning and 
evening. 

Other than that, residents of this area will have 
to resort to either train or car. 

Trains, operated through the Merrimack 
Valley Regional Transit Authortity (MVRTA) 
and the Mass. Bay Transportation Authority 
(MBTA) run during the peak commuter periods 
and at a few off-hour times. 

The Merrimac Transportation Co., which 
currently operates the bus service to and from 
Boston, distributed train schedules to patrons 
when it announced its new schedule. But, many 
of those trains end in Reading which makes for a 
leng walk to Andover, or a difficult ride to that 
community and then a battle to find a parking 
space. 

Merrimac Transportation, which has run the 
bus service for the past several years, has had a 
difficult time. Equipment, at times, has been 
bad. Schedules, on occasion, weren’t met. 

But, it was an alternative to escaping from the 
clutches of the MBTA, which would result in 


considerable expense to the taxpayers of this 
community as well as those nearby if compelled 
to subscribe to the sprawling mass transit system 
which operates aimlessly and then passes the 
cost on to those communities who must use the 
service. 

The problem of providing some sort of transit 
service to people of this area who are compelled 
by occupation to be in Boston daily is a serious 
one and imminent in view of the curtailment of 
bus transportation. 

But. even more important than the imminence 
of the problem is the long term effect. 

Already underway is a major construction 
project in Boston and environs, dedicated to such 
things as expressway and bridge improvements, 
depressing of the central artery, building of a 
third harbor tunnel, etc., which will have a 
crippling effect on getting into and around Boston 
for several years. 

And, no one in the legislature seems to be 
interested in turning their attention to what is a 
vital concern. 

Sure, Andover residents and others from this 
area face commuter problems, which, by the way 
could be attended to by some of our legislators. 

But, there is apparently no serious concern 
about those problems on the immediate horizon 
which will absolutely choke the city during the 
peak commuter hours in the very near future. 

There is a possibility that some of the current 
commuters, who will have to adjust their already 
strained schedules to get to work in Boston due to 
the curtailed Boston bus schedule, can manage 
despite the inconvenience. 

But isn’t it about time someone in authority 
moved toward resolving the more important 
issue of providing a good mass transit system, 
not only to meet present needs, but to respond to 
the crisis which is about to happen with the multi- 
year highway improvement projects planned for 
the Boston area?

If you attended Punchard/Andover 
High School during the middle and late 
’d0s, you knew George ‘‘Turk” Reed who 
died on August 29. In high school he was 
known as “Turk,” but in later years he 
was called George. ; 

The nickname was, of course, related to 
the Reed family business in West And- 
over, Reed’s Turkey Farm. But, to those 
of us who played football, it described the 
way George played football. He was a no- 
nonsense running back who could either 
run you over or quickly step around you. 
“Turk” was also a superb defensive play- 
er who punished opposing ball carriers 
with his tackling. I can honestly say he 
was one of the most versatile athletes I 
had the privilege with which to play in 
either high school or college. 

“Turk” played well enough during his 
sophomore and junior years to be elected 
co-captain as a senior. In addition to foot- 
ball, he also played basketball, baseball 
and ran track, earning four letters. 

I left Andover for college and law 
school in the late ’50s and lost contact 
with him until years later when I re- 
turned to town. I renewed my high school 
friendship with ‘‘Turk,’’ now called 
George, and soon noticed that he had 
changed little, except for a loss of hair. 
He was still quiet and reserved and 
tended to conserve his conversation. He 
had married Moira Sullivan, his high 
school girlfriend, and they had raised 
four fine children, Mark, Carol, David 
and Ray. The nickname ‘“‘Turk”’ had long 
ago been left in the high school locker 
room and he was called George by family 
and friends. I would frequently refer to 
him as ‘“‘Turk’’ during conversations; he 
enjoyed this and a slight smile would 
cross his face and he would nod in recog- 
nition. I am sure it brought back mem- 
ories of his exploits on the playing fields 
in Andover.

reached for comment concerning the 
schedule mix-up. 

A Merrimack Valley Regional Transit 
Authority official said the MVRTA advi- 
sory board will consider filling the transit 
void at their Sept. 15 meeting. 

“‘We’re not sure whether we can do it or 
whether people even want us’ to take 
over midday service to Boston, said Jo- 
seph Constanzo, MVRTA administrator. 

Currently, the MVRTA limits opera- 
tions to the Merrimack Valley. Constanza 
said he wasn’t sure the MVRTA could ab- 
sorb part of a route already serviced by a 
private company. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony, an 
MVRTA board member, said he would 
wait until hearing from MVRTA traffic 
experts before deciding whether to sup- 
port adding Andover/Boston bus runs. 

“I’m for making it convenient to get 
into Boston,” he said. ‘‘But the economics 
have to be considered.”’ 

Mahony added he would look into send- 
ing the town shuttle bus into the Andover 
station if more people begin using midday 
rail service.

For the past three decades, under the 
leadership of veteran coach Dick Collins, 
Andover High football teams have be- 
come reknown for their prowess through 
the airwaves. 

The upcoming 1988 season, which be- 
gins Friday night, Sept. 16 on the road 
against defending Eastern Mass. Division 
2 Super Bowl champion Chelmsford High, 
promises to be another where the pass 
reigns supreme. 

Collins feels he has the throwers and 
receivers to get the job done, and if both 
the offensive and defensive lines can be 
successfully reconstructed the Golden 
Warriors appear en route to their 26th 
winning season in the last 27 years.

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Soccer Team Has Been Consistently Succesfu

Which major Andover High varsity sport has been the most consistently 
successful since 1980? 

Move to the head of the class if you said boys’ soccer. 

Coach Dave Amundsen’s booters have won the Merrimack Valley Confer- 
ence Large School Division championship six of the last seven years, and 
have qualified for the Eastern Mass. Division 1 Tournament seven straight 


times. 

Amundsen has been the only coach in the history of the sport at AHS, 
directing the Golden Warriors to 12 straight winning seasons, eight tourna- 
ments overall, and several second place finishes behind early MVC powers 
Billerica and Wilmington. 

Amundsen, who chalked up his 100th career coaching victory in 1986, feels 
he has another potential title-winning team currently working out in prepa- 
ration for the season opener at home on Thursday night, Sept. 15 against 
Chelmsford (7 p.m. at Lovely Field). 

Last fall Andover took it down to the final day of the regular season before 
clinching the Large School Division championship by one point with a dra- 
matic 3-1 victory over Billerica. 

The Warriors, 14-4-3 overall, then defeated Greater-Lowell Regional (2-0) 
and Beverly (3-1) in the Division 1 North Tournament before dropping a 1-0 
overtime decision to Middlesex League power Wakefield High in the semifi- 
nal round. 

That was AHS’ second best post-season performance, the 1985 squad bat- 
tling to the Division 1 North final before bowing 2-1 to Lexington of the 
Middlesex League. 

Amundsen and junior varsity coach Mike Wartman have been putting 60 
candidates through their paces since the first day of practice (Aug. 29). 

Key graduates from last year’s first place crew included forward Steve 
Napolitano, now attending Assumption College in Worcester, high-scoring 
forward Tom Ciolfi (Tufts), defenseman Tim Hagerty (St. Anselm’s) and 
goaltender Rob Stoltz (Syracuse). 

Personnel 
The Golden Warriors have three returning starters from the ‘87 team, senior 
forward and Capt. Peter Kannam, senior midfielder Eric Jones and junior 
defenseman Chuck Jessico. 

All three veterans are two-year varsity performers, and Amundsen feels 
Jones is the premiere midfielder in the Conference this fall. 

Other regulars who saw considerable varsity exposure last year are senior 
goaltender Eric Hammond, senior forward-halfback Matt Pothier, senior 
defenseman Jim Spinelli, senior forward-midfielder Mark Angelos and se- 
nior forward Bob Hughes. 

Hammond posted a 3-1-0 record as backup to Stoltz last season, Pothier’s 
time was slightly reduced by recurring ankle problems that seem to have 
been corrected, and Spinelli will shift from midfield to defense this fall. 

Angelos stepped in as a starter in tournament play after Tim Hagerty 
sustained a broken nose, and Hughes saw enough service in ‘87 to score a 
couple varsity goals. 

Junior midfielder-forward Matt McVicar also split his time between the 
varsity and JV squads, while moving up from Wartman’s undefeated MVC 
junior varsity title team are junior defender Kevin Murphy, senior defender 
Dave Manning and junior midfielder John Mattola. 

Murphy is projected as the Golden Warriors’ stopper or sweeper, while 

Mattola has already shown excellent leadership qualities as captain of the 
JV aggregation last fall.

“They’ve never really had a winner 
here in volleyball,’ said Sullivan. ‘‘And- 
over has been a doormat in the Merri- 
mack Valley Conference for a long time, 
but we’re going to change that.
